By the time the Civil War arrived, Shelbyville 
had a few thousand residents - many of them fought 
valiantly when the town’s courthouse was attacked by 
Confederate soldiers. The turn-of-the-19th century saw a 
building boom, with an architecturally beautiful downtown 
a legacy of the era. Through it all, Shelbyville retained its 
small-town atmosphere - a friendly place to get away from 
it all and a place to get anywhere you need to go.
